ELKHART. Ind. (AP).- When Max 
. Abernathy picked up his phone that 
night, the message was ominous: (here 
was trouble in town.

Hot cars mean 
danger for pets 

WASHINGTON-- .Hlyou-havc_a_ 

dog or cat, chances are. he likes to 
-spend as much time-with you as pos- 
sible, but the Human Society of the 
United States (HSUS) says if you 
love your pet, you'll leave him at 
home when you go out in your car. 

Each year, countless animals suf- 
~fcrbrain-damagc-ordic-from-heat*- 
stroke, because their owners don’t 
realize that leaving a pet in a parked 
cor can be deadly. Even a short trip 
to the grocery store can be danger- 
ous to your pet. On a warm day, the 
inside of a parked car can reach 160 
degrees in a matter of minutes. 

More Paulhus, HSUS vice presi- 
dent for companion animals, says, 
many pet owner; take their animals 
along believing ‘th at they can ke ep 
them cool by leaving the cur win- 

dows parti ally open . 

.—“Cracking . the window,. tumnig^on - 
the air conditioning or parking your-, 
car in the shade will not save your 
pet's life on a hot day,” Paulhus 
says. “Dogs-can’t svycat, so the only 
way then can cool off is to pant. 
When the inside of a car reaches a 
higher temperature than your ani- 
mal’s body, panting won't . do him 
any good." 

If you see an animal locked in a 
car on a hot day, Paulhus rccom- 
• mends that you notify the police or a 
local animal shelter immediately. 
Dogs and cats that have suffered 
from heat stress need attention right 
away. Paulhus says there are several 
steps that you can take to aid the an- 
imal until help arrives: 

• Get the animal into a shaded 
area and apply cool water all over 
his body. 

• Apply ice packs or cold towels 
only to his head, neck and chest. . 

• Gel him to a veterinarian right 

away - it could save his life. .... .

Nurse calls seeking natural arches her religion 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - Diane Bingham will 
hike jiM about anywhere to find niul chart natural 
..stone arches.. But .her passion doesn't always- get

“They wonder why in the world this person 
—wants to-go-look-at-a holc in the rock." the Okla--- 
Itoina City nurse said. "People have just not paid 
enough attention.” 

Ms. Bingham calls her exploration and mapping 
of natural arch formati ons in Oklahoma and the far 
West "my religion.” The arches, or stone rainbows, 
ate tare formal ions that appear its 3 -foot or larger 
holes in a rock or stone bridges over water. 

I here are some scattered about Oklahoma, main- 
ly in the Panhandle and Wichita Mountains. She 
said she recently discovered tine in the Chtifons 

Garden urea on the south side of the Wichilas, 

One o! the niost beautiful is in Alabaster Caverns 
State Park in northwestern Oklahoma, she said, 
"Most people when I moved out here thought 
Ihete's no way there are arches in Oklahoma," she 
• said. "Ami even after seeing them here. I swore 
there would be none in Kansas. There are some 
wonderful arches there.” 

Ms. Bingham, who is actively involved in the re- 
ccitilv formed Natural Arch and Bridge Society, 
slid there is an abundance of arches in the four- 
comets area of Arizona, Utah. Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

"I would hike down these places and see these 
large, spectacular arch .sculptures,” she said. “Ev- 


ery time 1 go down there, it's like the most incredi- 
ble museum in the world." 

Ms. Bingham largely credits the late J. Ed Me- 
-Carrick.-a seasonal-park : rimger at-Arehes-National- 
-Park in-Utah, with instilling it devotion within her- 
to the natural arches. 

— -McCanick' was the first to record a complete list- - 
ing of arches within the park and was instrumental 
in developing scientific ways of documenting 
them, she said. Now she and others carry on the 
tradition. _ 

Mticli of it is a love for the spirit of the arches! 
some of them rich in American Indian tradition and 
folklore. Many viewed them as places of transition 
into the spiritual world, she said. 

Some in the area became known as the Wind

Distance ace gears up 
for New York Games 


Pitching brought A-2 title to Burley 


NEW, YORK (AP) - Said Aouita 
owns- six world records, an Olympic 
g old medal . an_0!ympic bronze a nd 
the second- and' thlrd-fastest mile 
times in history. Yet, he feels he has 
~.sonvcihlng.to.provc.:.i_LT" vru: 

”1 would like to prove that I am not 
finished." the 3 2 -year-old Aouita 
said. 

Aouita’s concern with his public 
persona stems from a poor 1991 sea- 
son. when he was slow recuperating 
. from surgery to repair damaged mus- 
cles in both calves in June 1990. The 
most disappointing race of Aouita's 
1 99 1 'season was at the World Cham- 
pionships in Tokyo, where he fin- 
ished i Ith in the 1,500 meters - one 
of the events in which he owns a 
world record. 

“People take me to be finished 
now,” Aouita said, “but I am not fin- 
ished yet. Muybe in two or three 
years, maybe next year, hot now." 

Aouita, thought lie might be fin- 
ished after undergoing the painful 
surgery two years ago. That was be- 
fore he went to sec Dr. David Cabo- 
ra. a sports medicine specialist, in 
Pittsburgh. 

Cabora convinced Aouita that he 
could regain the form that helped him 
set world outdoor records at 1,500 


. metcni, 2.000 meters. 3.000 meters, 
"two miles and 5.000 meters between 
1985-89. He .also won the 1984 
Olympic SjOOO-mctcr gold medal and 
the 1988 Olympic bronze at 800 me- 
-ters—1 -'.'II--— HIT" 

"The doctor says I can now run 
3:27 and break the world record in 
the l ,500 meters,’’ said Aouita, who 
will show how far he has progressed 
when he runs the mile Sunday in the 
New York Games at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Aouita has faith in Cubora. During 
the winter, after Aouita won a 3,000- 
meter race in-7 minutes, 41- seconds,- 
the doctor told him he would break 
the world record in his next rate. 
Two days later, on March 1 1. it hap- 
pened, as the Moroccan ran a- world 
record 7:36.36 01 Pireaus, Greece. . 

"So if he says I can do it. maybe 
he’s right again,” Aouita said.. 

Aouita blames" Ills calf injuries, 
which first surfaced in 1988. on too 
much weightlifting.

We must ask ourselves if we, as a na- 
tion, want to be reduced to addressing 
our problems with violent actions. Will 
we allow sheet wars at home to succeed 
armed conflicts abroad?

tory."We Jews have been accused of 
many sins. Now we are perceived as the 
group that wields more power than any 
other.

a class i cally trai ned sin ger. “Stjll. I’m sure t hat 
part of it come from my anger at a system tfiaT 
wanted me to believe I was inferior.” 

We’re silting in the living room of his com- 
fortable home in California’s San Fernando Val- 
ley. as Guillaume recalls what he learned "grow- 
ing up in St. Louis, during the Depression, in the 
ghetto and, needless to soy, very poor.” It has 
kept him going in times of adversity, he be- 
-lieves— and, more recently, helped him cope with - 
a devastating personal tragedy. 

Bom Robert Peter Wiliams on Nov. 30, 1927, 
he later changed his name to the ’French for 
William. "Little did I realize that people would 
have difficulty pronouncing it,” he says, flashing 
a grin, fit’s GEE — as in geese — YOME.) 

Guillaume never knew his father and, because 
his mother had a drinking probIem7he _ wasraiscd _ ' 
by his grandmother. "She . worked as a domes- 
tic," he explains, ’ ’and looked like a pioneer wom- 
an — a face carved in granite — and was strong 
and strict and a devout Catholic.” 

It was his grandmother who made'him feel 


[ special and helped him develop a sense of con- 
■fidencer u Shc’had‘aspiratrons for me,” he says. 
"She treated me like a prince and even dressed 
me in Little Lord Fountleroy suits — which,” he 
adds with a laugh, “made me a bit too special 
for the neighborhood.” 

In parochial school, his teachers praised him 
for bot h his intellig ence and his natural singing 
voice. "But when I was 9 or 10," he continues, 
“I began to hear the subliminal negative mes- 
sage every poor black child receives: ‘You’re in- 
ferior, you’re dumb, you’ll never amount to any- 
thing.’ That got me angry, because I had ample 
evidence that I was smart, and I couldn’t figure 
out how color had anything to do with it. But my 
an ger at the message kept my co nfidence alive" 
Despite his confidcnce, Guillaume’s path to 
success was neither straight nor without obstacles. 
“But mainly because of my grandmother, I was 
spared what other kids suffered and still suffer to- 
day," he says. “It outraged me then, it outrages, 
me now — the unfair treatment of African-Amer- 
icans. It gets me crazy, the assumption that be- 
in gblackand poor is our own fault, so the prob- 
lems of the ghetto can be ignored— the alco- 
holism and drugs, the poverty and crime, all the 
withering of hopes and dreams.” 

Guillaume didn’t pursue his own dream of be- j 
coming a singeruntil he was inhis late 20s. Af- 
ter his Army service and business courses at St. 


EL LEN H A W K E S 
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Louis University, he studied singing at 
Washington University. There, one of 
his teachers was the Metropolitan Opera 
singer Laslo Chabay, who awarded him 
a scholarship to the Aspen Music Festi- 
val school. Followingan apprentices hip. 
at Cleveland's Karamu Theater, he then 
went on to New York and a small part 
in the Broadway musical Free and Easy, _ 

Enduring the usual rounds of audi- 
tions and rejections, Guillaume relied 
-on his confidence to keep him going. “I 
realized that a lot of times 1 wasn’t hired 
because I was black," he says. "Sure, I 
was angry— but at the system, not at in- 
dividuals. But when I adopted the attitude 
'I don’t care What you think,’ I began to 
make my mark. That was the challenge: 
‘You don’t want blacks? Then I’m going 
to change your mind and make you hire 
some.’" 

A string of cri tically ac claimed roles 
'in on- and ofF-B roadway productions 
followed, including Guys and Dolls, for 
which he won a Tony Award nomina- 
tion. But it wasn’t until 1977 — when he 
was cast as Benson, the acerbic, no-non- 
sense butler on the TV scries Soap— -that 
he received national exposure. A first 
Emmy and his own spinoff series, Ben- 
son, resulted, and the show’s seven-year 
run in the 1980s brought Guillaume a 
second Emmy as well. 

All the while, he still pursued his first 
passion— singing. He gave concerts and 
-appeared in stage musicalsrnnd-jn-1990- -

he achieved another breakthrough by 
winning the lead in the Los Angeles pro- 
duction of the musical The Phantom of 
the Opera. “It was courageous to cast 
me, in the sense of moving toward col- 
or-blind casting,” he says. “But I think 
my being black brought another dimen- 
sion to the drama. What had been figu- 
rative in the Phantom’s character — what 
he describes-ns-his-darknessrhis banish- 



ment — became the literal isolation and 
anger of a black man in society.” 

Critics and audiences applauded Guil- 
laume’s “raw realism.” 'Vet, in the midst 
of this achievement, he faced a heart- 
rending personal tragedy: On Dec. 23, 
1990, his 33-ycar-old son, Jacques, died 
after a two-year battle with AIDS.

complicated weave of grief, guilt and 
anger. “I felt guilty for not being with- 
Jncques and his older brother, Kevin, in 
their early years," he admi ts. He left them 
with their mother, from whom he sepa- 
- rated when he first went to New York. It* 
wasn’t until they were in their early 20s 
that his sons joined him in California. — 

While-Kevin wanted to become the 
songwriter and musician that he is to- , 
day, Jacques couldn’t seem to find sim- 
ilar goals. "I felt guilty because whatl'l 
call the ‘long arm of the ghetto,’ where 
he spent his childhood, had gotten to him 
and programmed him for defeat," says 
Guillaume. “But I think he interpreted 
my urging him to put his brains and tal- 
ents to use as snobbishness and disap- 
proval. He didn’t seem to understand 
that, at the same time I loved him with- 
out qualification and accepted his ho- 
-mosexuality r I still hoped he ! d find- di- 
rection for his life." 

Jacques did not at first tell his father 
that he was ill, which Guillaume says is 
another part of his guilt: “Perhaps it was 
denial on my pan. But I failed to take in 
the signals; like his wearing sweaters in 
August to hide the weight loss, or be- 
coming so tired after a tennis shot that 
he’d have to sit down. Then, Christmas 
1988, he phoned to say that he didn’t 
fed well enough to come to the family 
dinner. I bluhed, *Do you have AIDS?’ 
Then it all came tumbling down.

Jacques entered the hospital with 
AJDS- relnt ed pneumonia, and his doctor 
•said that he had “two years, at most, to 
live.” With tears in his eyes. Guillaume 
recalls his son’s struggle during the next 
24 months: the chronic illnesses, the lev- 
eling off, the decline to another tier of 
.weakness — the pernicious infections that 
so wasted his body. 

“Youjust don’t know how sick a per- 
‘sori'ean be ‘arid still be alive," he says, 

• his voice falling to a whisper as he de- 
scribes Jacques’ last days. “He was so 
courageous and never felt sorry for him- 
self. Only once did he say, ‘Daddy, I’m 
scared.’ And there was nothing I could 
do — except show him how much I loved 
him and try to be as brave as he was." 

- - Guillaume says that some of what he

Mourning his son's death, Guillaume 
found comfort when his present wife, 
Donna, a TV producer, gave birth to their 
(laughter, Rachel. “I felt so blessed, al- 
most like juseasc-ofrencwal," he con- 
cedes. “I’m a different kind of father 
now, more attentive and patient.” 
Guillaume readily admits that he tends 
to be a workaholic; He runs his own pro- 
duction company, Longridge Enterpris- 
es, where he is developing projects that 
reflect the history and reality of African- 
Americans. His wife has enlisted him in 
her latest venture, a PBS Wonderworks 
segment scheduled to air in September. . 
He also is planning concert engagements, 
will appear in the new film The Meteor 
Man and has just taped the pilot for the 
CBS series Driving Miss Daisy. 

This afternoon he has revealed a pas- 
sionate introspective side rarely glimpsed 
behind the daidpan quips of his TV char- 
acters. Asked if his success has muted 
his anger, he shakes his head vehement- 
ly.

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Remembering Women 
Who Served in Vietnam 

I t has been eight years 
since Diane Carlson Evans, 
a former Army nurse from 
Minnesota, decided to start 
a grass-roots movement to 

honor the 28 5, 000 w omen in 

imifoitm during the Vietnam 
war. Evans had served in 
Vietnam,, and she attended the 
dedication of the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial in 1982 in 
W ashin gton, D.C. Evans later 
learned that there was to be a 
statue of three infantrymen 
near the memorial's Wall of 
Names. "What about the 
women?'' she wondered. . . 

Evans created the Vietnam

A False. Studies have shown that 
steroids can increase lean muscle 

.mass/nicjydsoiwYe shown that 

gains in muscular strength from 
weight- training ca n be greater when _ 
steroids are used. However, the long- 
term dangers of steroid use far 
outweigh these short-term benefits. 

Steroids are compounds that can -, 
be produced synthetically but also 
are made naturally by the male body.

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The male hormone testosterone is 
one of the most common steroids. 
Steroids used by athletes to bulk-up 
are commonly produced by animals 
such as horses. 

Steroids have. bo th androgcnicand - 

anabolic functions. The androgenic 
functions produce male traits, such 
as facial hair. The anabolic functions 
promote the ability, to increase I 
weight, muscle massand growth. 1 

Studies have shown that steroid 
use can cause many adverse effects 
over time. They include liver cancer 
and cardiovascular disease; 
decreased sperm production, 
diminished testicular size and breast 
development in men; growth of 
facial hair, deepening of the voice 

and shrinking of the. breasts and 

uterus in women raggrcssionWd 
mood swings. Several suicides also 
have been linked to's tero id use. 

Steroids may be implicated in 
other medical problems as well. Last 
year, Lyle Alzado, a former pro 
football player for the LA. Raiders 
and other teams, admitted that he 
had used steroids for many years and 
asserted that the substances were 
responsible for his developing a rire 
form of inoperable brain cancer. -.
